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Group I, claim(s) 1 -20, 25-28 and 34, drawn to a paintball marker comprising a bolt having a magnetically attractable portion. 

Group II, claim(s) 21-24, drawn to a paintball marker with magnetic control and further comprising of a valve. 

Group III, claim(s) 29-33 and 35, drawn to a paintball marker with magnetic control and valve and further comprising of a piston. 

The inventions Usted as Groups I-III do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under^tTT Rule 
13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The paintball will work equally well with 
only magnetic portion. 
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
